Mixed farming in some form or other is the 
favorite maximof institute teachers to-day, 
oul wheat growing as it was understood half 
a dozen years ago is knocked on the head. 
The old faith in wheat was not altogether 
a delusion. There is no possible form of 
husbandry by means of which so much 
money can be made by an intelligent and 
poshing pioneer when the soil is fresh and 
new. But ina good many places wheat was 
rushed into aud wide areas sown on land 
where painful experience has demonstrated 
that wheat, if grown at all, must be grown 
under such limitations and subject to so 
many risks that the average result has been 
an actual loss all the way through. And 
even onthe land where year after year, with 
an occasional summer fallow, wheat was a 
fairly safe and frequently a very gainful crop, 
men of sound discernment see signs of the 
need for a coming change and are only 
too glad of any hint pointing to some 
change from the old system, that may be 
trusted to save them from failure and disap- 
pontment,
